SAN FRANCISCO LETTER. 



NEWSPAPER CORRESPONDENTS. - TENNV" 
80N'S LATEST VERSE. THE CH0CKER 
FLORAL FESTIVAL — SAN FRANCISCO'S 
HOSPITAL. — THE CAPSIZED SHIP. 

(Special Correspondence of The Colonist). 

San Francisco, May Kith. 
Lord Wolaoloy lias not a vory high 
opinion of newspaper correspondents, as 
his too officious BUrvelliance of those con- 
nected with the Soudan expedition has 
shown. He recently wrote of them: 
"Newspaper coi respondents, and all that 
race of drones, are an encumbrance to an 
army. Thuy eat the rations of lighting 
men and do no work tit all. Without say- 
ing so directly, you can lead yourarmy to 
believe anything, and as a rule in all civi 
lized nations, what is believed by the 
army will very booh be credited by the 
enemy, having reached him by spies or 
through the medium of. those newly invent- 
ed curses < f armies — I moan the newspaper 
correauondents. " The tmble general is 
too severe on this really hard- working 
profession, the members of which will, no 
doubt, retaliate by declaring that his 
aversion to them arises from the fact of 
his having a great deal of miBinnnneement 
to hide from the public. But whatever 
objections may be urged against the tribe 
of army correspondents, 1 am suro The 
Colonist's readers will pass no harsh judg- 
ment on one whose only aim is to gather 
for their entertainment such items of in 
terest as are to be found in this gay city. 
By tho way, as Gun. Wolaeiey'a eccentri- 
cities naturally cause our thoughts to re- 
vert to "Old England," let me inquire 
whether my readers have yet recovered 
from the shock of 

loud tennyson's "latest?" 
Whon the wish-washy lines beginning 
"you, you, if you have failed," etc , worn 
cabled across at live dollars a word, and 
appeared in all tho American papers one 
morning a week or two ago, the sensations 
of most ot tho laureate's admirers on this 
Bide of the water must have been some- 
what similar to my own. After a mo- 
ment of incredulity that the verso was 
given in real earnest for Tennyson's, my 
feelings were a mixture of shocked sur- 
prise and pity such as one would feel had 
a lunatic been allowed to make some dis- 
graceful exhibition of his weaknesses. 
Why do not his friends induce him to lay 
dow ; n the pen from which all inspiration 
seems to have fled I Why does he not 
rest on his laurels instead of thus ruth- 
lessly destroying his fame f All who have 
reveled in the rhythmic beauty and the 
pure and elevated tone of the poet's ear- 
lier works must have experienced a terri- 
blo revulsion of feeling on reading that 
lino about "tho multitude" which "with 
its myriad feet will kick them from 
their place" — so suggestive of the 
mule! Thero is no mom for 
oxcuse in the assertion that there 
is nothing poetic about modern pub- 
lic life. Among Lord Bulwer Lytton'a 
latest poems is a series of pen pictures of 
prominent English statesmen, which 
proves that thero is abundant material in 
such subjects for stirring vorae. 

A U HATEFUL CITY. 
One of tho moat noticeable public as 
well as social events since 1113' last letter 
was tho floral festival held in Sacramento 
in honor of Mrs. Margaret Crocker, wife, 
or rather widow of Judge Crocker, one of 
the promoters of the Central Pacific rail- 
way scheme. Mrs. Crocker is noted for 
her private benevolence as well as for the 
many public benefits she has bestowed 
upon the capital city. Among the lady's 
public benefactions since hor husband's 
death may bo mentioned a half-block 
given to the city for school purposes; land 
given to the city cemetery and to the 
Pioneer Association for burial purposes; 
tho endowment of the Old Ladies' Home, 
and finally; the free gift to the city of 1111 
art gallery, which, with its contents, is 
valued at half a million dollars. It was 
this last noblo gift which promptod the 
citizens of Sacramento to undertake some 
moans of recognition, and the form of a 
floral festival, titinlly decided upon, seems 
to have been tho most appropriate and 
beautiful that could have been deviaod in 
thiB land of flowera. From all parts of 
tho state contributions were sent, either 
in quantities of loose, cut flowers or more 
generally mado up into fanciful and om- 
blomatic forms. Tho pavilion where the 
display was held was beautifully decorated 



with evergreens, making a good back- 
ground for tho brilliant flowers. These 
appeared in a profusion and beauty per- 
haps seldom equalled in any part of tho 
world. It was a bewildering mass of color, 
a fairy world whose atmosphere was com- 
posed of tho aweeteat perfumes and where 
ovory structure was built of bright and 
delicate blossoms. There were temples, 
arches and pyramids from eight to fifteen 
feet in height; thero wore Hags and ban 
ners, crowns and crosses, and a thousand 
other forms suggested by tho worka and 
attributes of the lady, or by the character 
of the donor. The Southern Pacific Com- 
pany sont a floral representation of "Capo 
Horn," a celebrated scene on the C. P. R. 
The Sacramento Museum had 11 Grecian 
temple built of dowers, and in the shrinu 
wore busts of Mrs. Crocker and her late 
husband. There was a Maypole gaily 
decoratetl with ribbons and tlowors; tho 
truatoea of tho art gallery contributed an 
elaborate piece representing the seal ol 
tho city; one of the newspapers gave a 
well, covered with moss and the tradi- 
tional old oaken bucket; Wells, Fat-go's 
agency sont a treasure box done in 
(lowers; toe artillery had a mounted 
cannon; the Sacramento hussars sent a 
tall easel healing an iminoti.se horseshoe of 
rosus and carnations with the word "Hus- 
sars" running across it in white and blue 
violets; out; of the boating clubs of tho city 
sent a magnificent representation of a racing 
boat eight feet in length; a San Francisco 
lady, now visiting in Victoria, scut a lloral 
chariot tilled with lovely [lowers. Tho road- 
way of marguerites led to a little pavilion 
under which were hidden eighteen birds. 
Those are but a very few of the tributes in 
honor of the philanthropic lady, which came 
from all denominations, from churches and 
schools and from societies and institutions 
of all kinds, as well as from personal friends 
and admirers. She has used her wealth 
well, and this manifestation of the love and 
gratitude of a whole community must have 
filled her heart with joy ami thankfulness. 
There is so much misery in the world that 
it is well that some of those who have been 
specially favored with worldly goods give 
largely to the masses who have no such 
blessings. 

One of the "daces in this city where the 
dark side of life may be studied is the 

CITY AND COUNT)' HOSPITAL. 
Here are not to bo seen the gentle sufferers 
to be found in private institutions, but 
specimens from the lowest grades of society 
— dark-browed men, and women with hard, 
coarse features, though here and there one 
will bo Been who looks strangely out of 
place by reason of superior retinenibUt. 
Here are brought the victims of savage 
brawls where the kuife or pistol has done 
ghastly work; attempted suicides; unfor- 
tunates whom accidents of various kinds 
have overtaken, as woil as the hundreds of 
poor wretches on whom disease has laid its 
relentless hand. There are but few children 
as they are generally cared for elsewhere. 
It is a vast building, or rather a oollection 
of buildings, for besides the hospital there 
is a dead-house and a chapel, the chaplain, 
a mild, pleasant man, and a former patient, 
being always in attendance. The situation 
is in that desolate looking quarter of the 
city known as the Portreo. The premises 
must be several blocks in extent and are 
well kept, with grass plots and walks all 
around, and groups of trees under which 
the inmates of the hospital Hit and chat 
during the^days of their convalescence, j 
There are porches on different Hides of the | 
building where some patients were sunning 
themselves as we drove up to the entrance, 

TUB FHUIT AND FLOWER MISSION. 

A society which deserves more particular 
mention than can be given just now, has 
for soveral years on Thursday afternoons 
sent a committee consisting of Mr. H. C. 
Beals.of the Commercial Herald, with several 
ladies to distribute dowers, fruit and read- 
ing matter to tho patients. The occasion 
of your correspondent's visit to tho hos 
pital was to take the place of an absent 
member of the committee. Carrying on 
our arms the baskets of boquets careful- 
ly prepared at the mission, wo visited 
nearly every ward. These are fourteen 
in number, tho lateat having been fur- 
nished by Mr. Adolph Sutro, for a spec- 
ial women's ward. Two others are de- 
voted to women, and there ia one of tho 
upstairs rooms known as the "gentlemen's 
ward," from tho habit of putting thero 
those who have been accustomed to better 
things. The rooms are large and airy, 
and everything about them is scrupulous- 
ly clean. The long rows of beds run 
down each side, separated from oaoh 
other by a table and a chair, making the 
apaco between the cots about live feet. 
Tho peculiar odor of drugs greets one on 
entering tho door of each ward, and you 
dread the look of the wasted faces, but on 
overcoming the natural aversion to sights 
of suffering, only feelings of pity can oc- 
cupy the mind of the visitor. In some 
of tho wards nearly every cot is occupied. 
A card at the head ot the bed sometimes 
denoted that tho patient was nut taking 
air or exercise, but an unoccupied cot was 
rare. It was a woman's ward we ontored 
first, and when I offered a boquet to the 
nearest one, she took it with a simple 
"thank you;" tho next one smiled a little; 
the third seemed indifferent; another one 
would show in aome rough way that alio 
waB grateful, and ao on through tho whole 
length. As a general thing tho flowers 
and the attention seemed to be appreciat- 
ed, while a smile or a few simple words 
often awoke an answering smile or some 
earnest words of thanks. 1 remember one 
man's "God bless you. " It was only in 
one or two instances that the flowers 
wore refused, but one man, who was evi- 
dently partly delirious, half rose from his 
pillow and almost shouted at my compan- 
ion, who was going to lay a boouot by 
his side, "Don't give me any flowers; 
don't leave them, I say; I won't have 
them!" 

In the "blind ward," where eye trou- 
bles are treated, wo took care to leavo 
awoet amolling flowers, and I noticed, in 
aevoral cases, audi a look of pleasure aa 
we alipped a bunch of blossoms into the 
hand of some poor fellow Bitting alone in 
hie awful darkness. I think the flowers 
are most appreciated in this ward, where 
iho afilicfed ones seetn to greot them as 
old friends, and no doubt their touch and- 
perfumo'bring back pleasant memories of 
'he fair world on which some of them 
may never look again. 

One cannot but feel depressed after go- 
ing the rounds and seeing so many siglits 
of suffering. The shrunken forms' and 
faces would haunt the mind of a nerv- 
ous person for days and weeks. 
One poor fellow died while wo 
wore in tho building, wo wero told, 



and from the looks of several of the pa- 
tients they are evidently not long for this 
woild. 0, the misery, the sin and tho 
wrongs that might bo related did wo atop 
to inquire the history of each poor in- 
mate! This is perhaps a dismal aubject 
to write about, but after discussing tho 
honors paid to a lady who is devoting her 
life and wealth to charitable work, it may 
do no harm to turn for a moment to con- 
sider some of tho objects of public and 
private beneticenco. It is a cheering 
thought that if suffering is tho portion of 
largo numbers of our fellow beings, mod- 
ern civilization is doing moru and more to 
alloviato it. 

TUB "earl of dalhousik." 
The sinking of the English ship Karl of 
Dalhouao seems to have boon the result of 
foolish carelessness. Tho tine vessel, sunk 
in a land-locked harbor, on a day by no 
means stormy, lies in the mud not far 
from shore with only a few foot of hor 
side protruding above tho water. There 
was a rumor that hor insurance had ex- 
pired, but this was contradicted, and tho 
contract fur raising her has been given 
out. W'U'k was commenced this mottl- 
ing. Tho court of inquiry t > try dipt. 
Jarvis also convened at 11 o'clock, tho 
members being English Consul Stanley, 
Capt. Johnston, Jof the ship Knight of St. 
Michaels, and Lieut. Purvis of H. M S. 
Constance, now in port.

DOMINION FINANCES. 

Sir Leonard Tilley took his Boat in thu 
house on thu 14th instiiut, after buing ab- 
aunt throuyh severe illness for nearly throe 
weeks. Bearing evident traces of the 
suffering which he had endured, he was 
accorded a most friendly reception by 
inombora on both sides of the house. 
Later in the evening, when it became 
known that tho finance minister had left 
by tho tl o'clock train for Now York, en 
route for England, considerable astonish- 
ment was manifested round the buildings. 
It was announced some days previous that 
tho deputy minister, Mr. Courtney, would 
be able to negotiate the loan about to be 
placed on the London market; but the 
agent of the government in England ca - 
bled to the effect that Sir Leonard's pres- 
ence there would bo imperative, and ac- 
cordingly the finance minister had to go. 
His friends sincerely trust that the sua 
voyage will benetit him and bring back to 
him his wonted health and vigor. The 
new loan has to servo a triple purpose — 
to extinguish the floating liabilities of the 
government, to provide for obligations 
maturing this year in connection with the 
construction of public works, and to ar- 
range for the retirement of tho u per cent 
loan of 18ti(), notice of the payment of 
which on July 1st has already been given. 
Thiu hitter loan, it may bo remembered, 
was for thirty millions. Five millions of 
it have been extinguished by purchases 
for the sinking fund, and there remains 
outstanding about twenty-five millions. 
The government think, however, that 
fully twenty millions of this amount will 
be retired by an exchange into a short 
date i per cent bond at par, so that not 
more than five millions will remain to bo 
redeemed. By the retirement of the 
loan of J8(i0 a saving in the annual in- 
terest charge of a least §250,000 will be 
olfected, a sum which if capitalized will 
permit of an increase of six millions ami 
a quarter of debt without imposing any 
additional burden on tho country. The 
floating debt of the country is at present 
about §18,000,000, which it is denirable 
to extinguish. In addition to this there 
will be a sum of seven or eight millions 
required for capital expenditure, more 
than half of which is required to meet 
the balance of the lo'aii and subsidy pay- 
ments to the Canadian Pacific railway, 
tho remainder beinir probably swallowed 
up by tho North west expedition. These 
Bums, with the five millions of the loan 
of 18M0 above pointed out as to be re- 
deemed, give a total of thirty millions in 
round ligures, and it is understood that 
Sir Leonard ia about to place a loan for 
this amount on tho English market. A 
pretty big sum this, some persons will 
probably say; but there is no use blink- 
ing tho fact that it has to be raised, and 
if any are inclined to grumble, it must be 
borne in mind that not more than uight 
millions will involve a new obligation or 
increase of the debt beyond its present 
figure. It is to be hoped that the finance 
minister will be able to effect tho loan at 
a favorable rate. 



TRADE RELATIONS WITH THE 
WEST INDIES. 

For several months last year the press 
of Eastern Canada were discussing the 
questiou of ihe annexation of Jamaica to 
the Dominion. The public were furnish- 
ed with every scrap of information res- 
pecting tho big West Indian Island, sides 
were taken on the question, and many 
newspapers painted in anything but bright 
colors tho prospects of our being allied 
with an island, the population of which is 
composed of three-fourths blacks. The 
ministers at Ottawa had u visit last fall 
from the hon. Michael Solomon, one of 
tho members of the legislative cour.cil of 
Jamaica, but it is understood that he got 
very little encouragement from Sir John 
and the government. ILs visit was pure- 
ly an unofficial one, and he returned homo 
with the information he had collected as 
to tho resources of Canada, so that ho 
could present the question of federation 
fairly before tho Jamaicans, 'ihe matter 
came up in tho legislature there and was 
rejected; but there wat a general expres- 
sion of opinion that something should bo 
done in the way of closer trade relations 
between tho two countries, and a deputa- 
tion consisting of tho attorney general of 
tho island, the collector-general of cus- 
toms and hon. Messrs. Solomon, Craig 
and Levy were appointed to visit Canada 
and interview the government. These gen- 
tlemen are expected at Ottuwi before pro 
rogation takes place, and it need hardly 
bo said that when such an influential body 
of fellow-colonists visits Canada something 
definite will be the result. It is also stat- 
ed that a deputation from tho Leeward 
Isles will visit Ottawa to obtain a recipro- 
city arrangement with us, a motion to that 
effect having been unanimously adopted 
by the legislative council of the islands. 
These facts cannot but impress themselves 
strongly on the thinking community, in- 
dicating as tliuy do that the tendency of 
tho times is towards a closer union of the 
British race — a contingency seemingly be- 
ing forcod upon us. 

IMPERIAL UNITY. 

"The chiof forces which hold a commun- 
ity together," says Prof. Seeley in his work 
on 'The Expansion of England, ' "and cause 
it to constitute one state are three, common 
nationality, common religion and common 
iuterest." The above strikes tho key-note 
of the Imperial federation movement. If 
England anil her colonies are to be brought 
into closer union it must be by the force of 
common interest, the two 'other forces 
strongly prevailing. Running all through 
tho speeches delivered on this question it is 
found to bo ono of tho chief factors impel- 
ling men to press forward this question, 
and it had largely to do in inducing a crowd 
of members and senators to visit Montreal 
last Saturday to attend the meeting for tho 
purpose of forming a Canadian branch of 
tho Imperial Federation League. Tho pro- 
ceedings were very enthusiastic, and among 
tho members enrolled were representatives 
from all parts of Canada, from Halifax to 
British Columbia. The two principal reso- 
lutions read as follows: — 

"Tuat to the end that tho Mother Coun- 
try and tho colonies may remain perpetually 
under a common sovereignty, a United Em- 
pire iu its foreign affairs, with constitutional 
liberty for every [nut as regards internal 
administration, a readjustment of tho several 
constitutional authorities of the empire 
should, as occasion arises, be made in such 
manner as to increase the practical efficiency 
of Imperial unity. 

"That tho resolutions passed at the con- 
ference held iu London on the 29th July, 
1881, and at tho inaugural meeting of the 
longuo on the 18th November, 1881, and 
notably the following:— 



"That in order to secure the permanent 
unity of the empire, some form of federa- 
tion is essential. 

"That no scheme of federation should 
interfere with existing rights of local parlia- 
ments, as regards local affairs. 

"That any scheme of federation should 
combine on an equitable basis the resourses 
of the empire for the maintenance of com- 
mon interests, and adequately provide for 
an organized defence of common rights- 
meet with the hearty acceptance of this 
meeting." 

Among those who took part in the pro- 
ceedings were Mr. E. C. Baker, SI. P.. and 
Hon. Senator Nelson. When these gentle- 
men return home probably Victorians may 
learn a Little more about the movement. 



KIEL'S FATE. 

Eastern Canadian papers are squabbling 
over tho probable fate of the rebel loader. 
The conservative press declare that the 
liberals are frightened at prospective dis- 
closures which an examination of Kiel's 
papers found at Batouche has foreshadowed; 
and the liberal press aro quite sure that the 
government are sadly preplexed by the 
neglect of the soldiers who captured Kiel 
to shoot him on the spot. Chief Justice 
Wallbridge of .Manitoba has given it as his 
opinion that Kiel cannot be tried by court 
martial and that ho can only bo tried by 
civil process in the district or province 
where he committed his crimes. It is sad 
to find the press at a time when the coun- 
try is passing through a grave crisis, when 
many lives and much property have been 
and are being destroyed, squabbling over a 
question involving the punishment that 
should be meted out to the ringleader of 
the rebellion. If the question was sub- 
mitted to the people of Canada to- morrow 
ihe almost unanimous decision would be to 
hang him quickly and so lid the country of 
a pestiferous wretch who deserved a felon's 
death fifteen years ago. There should lie 
no hesitation in carrying out the law; for il 
Biol is to escape the halter Ihe Dominion 
should put the shutters up and go out of 
business as a nation.

Otter for allowing such a thing to occur 
within his jurisdiction. The strictures on 
Col. Irvine, who has remained cooped up 
iu Prince Albert with a force of three 
hundred men, have also been severe, 
as it was seen that he could materially 
assist Grunerul Middleton by attacking 
the rebels from the north. Only this 
week has any justification of Col Irvine's 
conduct been offered, namely, that if he 
withdrew his men from Prince Albert, 
four hostile bands of Indians would at 
once sweep down on the town. Until 
Col. Irvine himself explains his action, 
judgment should be suspended. There is 
nothing but praise for General Middleton. 
tie has proved himself to be the right man 
in tho right place, — kind, humane, anx- 
ious in every way for the safely and wel 
fare of his men. People here hardly re- 
alize tho daring displayed by the troops 
in last Monday's battle; m fact, if it had 
not been for tho impetuosity of the 
men themselves probably tho general 
would njver have given tin- order to ad- 
vance. The charge at Batouche "ill boa 
bright spot in the history of Canada and he 
may consider himself a proud man who 
took part in it. When Middleton saw the 
men were so eager to go ho n tiered words 
which will long be remembered: "Let 
them go; there is death or glory for them." 
Glory it turned out to bo, and the grena- 
diers of Toronto, the Winnipeg UOth, and 
the Midland battalion may well be proud of

AFGHANISTAN. 
London, May -'7. — A dispatch frum 
Tirpul of date Saturday last, 23rd iuat. , 
states that the British portion of tho Af- 
ghan frontier commission, lately in charge 
of Sir Peter Lumsden, was then in camp 
at a point twenty miles to the eastward of 
Herat. Tho dispiteh also states that the 
olficorB of the party visited Herat and 
were well received by both authorities 
and people. Tho neutralization of the 
Penjdeh district is received quietly every- 
where. 

ENGLAND. 

London, May 27.— The Anglo-German 
Fiji commission have agreed that Ger- 
many will not establish a penal settlement 
in the Southern Pacific. 

London, May 27. — It is asserted that tho 
English proposals recently offered to the 
Turkish envoy, Hassen Fehmi Pasha, for 
occupation of Soudan by Turkey have 
been declined by the porte. Fehmi Pasha 
returned to Constantinople from London 
with proposals on the 14th inst., after 
liaving had an interview.il Paris with Mr. 
Do l'Veyciuet, the French minister of for- 
eign atl'.iirs, who assured him that 
the French government would not op- 
pose the Turkish occupation of Suakini 
nor of any part of the Soudau over which 
the Sultan claimed suzerainty. The re- 
fusal to accept the proposals after the as- 
surances received from M. Dcpreycmet 
causes considerable surprise. It is believed 
in some quarters that the government re- 
ceived official notice bom Turkey yesterday 
that the teims would not be accepted and 
that this was reason for issuance of an order 
for the guards to land at Alexandria. The 
proposals permitted tin- Turkish govern- 
ment to occupy and control tie Soudan 
provided action were taken to suppress the 
slave trade and to develop commerce. The 
Porte would be free to assert its suzerain 
rights over the whole of the Soudan in- 
cluding the province of Dongola. The 
completion of the railway between 
Suakini uud Berber, under the concession 
to an English company, was to be part of 
the understanding u it h tho Turkish govern- 
ment, although il had not boon formally re- 
ferred lo in tho proposals. 

London, May 27.— Mr. Jno. Stetson, 
the noli known American theatrical man- 
ager, has signed a contrnct with Mr. 
Doyley Carte to take his company to tho 
United States and produce Messrs. (Jil- 
bert and Sullivans new opera "Tho 
Mikado" in Now York and Boston, be- 
ginniuo some time in October. Sir 
Arthur Sullivan will sail on Saturday next 
for New York. He proposes making a 
tour of the United States. 

RUS3IA. 

St. Pktkksuuku, May 29. — Tho sea 
canal was formally opened to-day. Tho 
Czar and CV.arina, the diplomatic corps, 
principal state magnates and a largo crowd 
of citizens were present at tho cerenuny. 

GERMANY. 
R Kit LIN, May 27. — A dispatch to Korean 
Zeitung from Zanzibar says that the (!er- 
ulaii squadron will operate conjointly 
with the German and Congo state. 
Several German houses have applied at 
Teheran for tho construction of a railway 
to the Persian Gulf. 

Prince Bismarck has engaged a villa at 
K iesengeu for dune. 

A dispatch from Constantinople to the 
National Zeitung Bays tho Grand Vizier 
has declined the English proposal for oc- 
cupation of Suakini by Turkey. Admiral 
Knorr, on board the frigate Bismarck, 
commands the Zmzibar squadron.

The 
original capital of the company was wiped 
out after two years' business, when an 
issue of preference stock was made. Tho 
directors now claim thai if another $50,- 
000 is subscribed tho concern can bo made 
to pay; but there is not much chance of 
the public investing any more funds in an 
enterprise which has already swallowed 
up over a quarter of a million. An im- 
mense business was carriod on by tho 
society, the transactions being more than 
£2, 000, 000 a year; but extravagant man- 
agement caused tho concern's collapso. 

Halifax, May 27. — News was received 
hero to night to the effect that tho keeper 
of tho cemetery near Charlottctown, 
P E. I., had been murdered by a body of 
lynchers last night or early this morning. 
The perpetrators of the crime have not 
been apprehended 

ToltoNTO, May 27. — Cecil E. P.ceba, in 
jail here for extradition on a charge of 
forgery at tho instance of his employers, 
Portland, Oregon, was discharged from 
custody, no objection to auch action being 
made. 

Ottawa, May 27- — Tho Scott amend- 
ment bill passed its third reading in the 
senate to day. An amendment inserted 
in the upper chamber givoa authority to 
physicians and diutrgiats to use alcohol in 
prescriptions. Tho bill also amends tho 
act by exempting boer and light wines 
from tho operations of the act. 

In the house of commons Sir John Mac- 
doiiald moved an amendment to tho fran- 
chise bill, in effect that the Indians of 
Manitoba, Keewatin and the Northwest 
territory should not be allowed to vote.

ENGLAND. 

London, May 27.— Earl Rosoberry, 
L ird of the Privy Seal, and Count Her- 
bert Bismarck have araived at the Hague.

— Tho chamber of depu- 
ties this evening after a long and strong 
debate concerning the Pero la Chaise riots 
on Sunday, and Ihe government's leaning 
to tbVi communists yesterday, voted con- 
fidoiito in the government by a tally of 
388 to 10. 

Four thousand men, including mem- 
bers of the municipal council, to day fol- 
lowed tho coffin bearing tho body of 
Charles Amourous, communistic leader, 



to the grave in the Pero la Chaise ceme- 
tery. There were twelve orations over 
tho gravo. The revolutionist committees 
attending the funeral displayed the red 
flag of the commune in the cemetery, and 
this emblem was greeted by cheers of 
"Vive la commune." 

Reports are in circulation tlmt M. 
Allaill Targe, minister of the Interior, 
meditates resigning his portfolio. Many 
newspapers regard as a doubtful victory the 
vote in tho chamber of deputies yester- 
day, expressing confidence in the firmness 
of tho government in enforcing respect 
for tho national flags and banners. 

It is officially announced that Victor 
Hugo will be buried in the Pantheon. 
Before this announcement was made a 
docroo hud boon drafted secularizing the 
Pantheon iu order to permit of the in- 
terment therein of Hugo's remains. The 
date of the funeral remains still unfixed, 
although the government desires to hove 
it tako place next Saturday. M. Ileuo 
Gobet will deliver the funeral oration. 

CANADA. 

Montreal, May 19. — N, H. Hall and 
Robert Fox wero arrested here to-day 
while endeavoring to uttur forged circu- 
lar notes on the Union bank of Scotland. 
They claim to bo frum Scotland and bound 
for the Northwest. 

Toronto, May 19. — A. T. White, of 
London, called at the bank of British 
North America and producing circular 
letters for £2400, issued by the National 
bank of Scotland, succeeded in getting 
ono for £50 cashed; at the Federal bai.k 
he succeeded in gutting a letter for a like 
amount cashed. Montreal bus informed 
Toronto of the arrests there, and White 
was captured lit Cobourg. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Nkw Yoitu, May 27 —The vast furni- 
ture factory of Herman Bros . at Miuigin 
and Toinpkin streets, was discovered to 
be on lire at I! .30 this morning. Il was a 
five story brick building anil occupied the 
wIihIc block. It was an old building, and 
had been occupied by the Singer sewing 
machine factory and was saturated with 
oil. The building is surrounded by mis- 
erable tenament houses, occupied by the 
poorest classes in the city. The fire was 
intensely but; nearly one hundred fami 
lies were driven from llmir homes. They 
rushed out in their uight clothes and 
were compelled to camp on the riverside, 
where they shivered in the chilly winds 
of the morning, At 4 o'clock the whole 
building was in flames.

New Westminster, May 26. 

The feeling here on the land question 
has become so intense against tho Domin- 
ion government that unless a change is 
made open rebellion is seriously threat- 
ened by those who find themselves irre- 
trievably injured unless a change in tho 
regulations is made at once. The spirit 
of tho people now is such that they will 
not bo tampered with any longer, and de- 
lay iu granting redress will beyond ques- 
tion imperil peace. Tho following tele- 
gram was despatched to Mr. Homer, M. 
P., Ottawa, to-day. It speaks for itself: 

New WnsTMiN.sTK.it, May 20. 
To J. A. R Homku, M. P., Ottawa: 

"Mass meetings held nil over province, 
Vancouver, New Westminster, Yale, I.il- 
looet and Cariboo. Protest against tim- 
ber and laud act. If government enforce, 
open rebellion certain. Submit to Sir 
John and press of Canada." 

A committee will meet at Now West- 
minster to-morrow evening, composed of 
tho following gentlemen to draft out a 
momoral to both Dominion and provin- 
cial governments, protesting iu strong 
language against the late order in council 
passed by the Dominion government af- 
fecting the timber and lands within the 
belt: Hugh Boyd, Richmond; VV, E.

Victoria M«an Time. 

Messrs. Klotz anil Drummond were 
busy yesterday in testing the telegraphic 
instruments received on Tuesday. Ar- 
ranging one of the telegraphic registers 

in each r n, connecied by insulated 

wires, they determined the difference in 
time between their chronometers. This 
can be done to a hundredth part of a sec- 
ond. Mr. Drummond will go either to 
Seattle or Kahuna, and so soon as an ob- 
servatory is const ruoted there operations 
will be commenced to determine the 
longitude of Victoria with Greenwich. If 
the weather is favorable this can be ac- 
complished in a couple of nights after the 
instruments urn in order. A particular 
star will be selected, and after comparing 
time of chronometers by means of the 
telegraph and registers, observations will 
bo taken and the precise time noted when 
I he star crosses a certain meridian. Tho 
task is a delicate and difficult one. but 
will be accurately completed, Mr Klotz 
being one of tii o leading astronomers of 
the dominion. 

When this is completed the two gentle- 
men will proceed to the mainland, one 
going to Kamloops and the other to Port 
Moody, and the precise longitude of vari- 
ous points in tho province determined. 
This is necessary in order to form a 
groundwork for the coining surveys of 
lands within the province.

EQUINE I'ltOTECTJO*. 

Kv^iilatiuns lor Hie Importa- 
tion of Horses in tlio Wes- 
tern Provinces. 

The Canada Gazette contains tho regu- 
lations passed by order in Council with 
respect to the importation of horses into 
Manitoba and British Columbia, the 
adoption of which has become necessary 
iu consequence of the prevailance of glan- 
ders amongst United States horses. The 
regulations prohibit the importation of 
horses into Manitoba or British Columbia 
until they havo been examined by a duly 
qualified veterinary surgeon, approved by 
the minister of agriculture, and declared 
to be froe from glanders or any other in- 
fectious disease. Tho owner or importer 
shall furnish a certificate to this effect to 
the proper ollicer of customs before an en- 
try for the admission of such animal is 
allowed to ho made. Li tho province of 
Manitoba all horses from the United 
States or territories shall bo entered at 
Emerson, and in British Columbia at Vic- 
toria, New Westminster and Nanaimo. 
In order to defray the cost of examination 
tho owner or importer shall pay iu Mani- 
toba ii, fee of 51 for every horse examined, 
and iu British Columbia !?'-'. All horses 
imported or introduced from the United 
States into either of these provinces con- 
trary to the preceding regulations shall bo 
forfeited, and may be forthwith destroyed 
or disposed of as the minister of agricul- 
ture may direct.

A Bad State ot Altai i s. 

London, May 25 -[Special.] -The seu- 
delling of Ihe British troops out ol the 
Soudan has had its expected effect of re- 
viving and immensely strengthening the 
power of Osman Diguia on "the Red sea 
littoral. Tribes which had been wavering 
between allegiance to El Mahdi and Great 
Britain have now declared for the former, 
and with them have gone thousands of 
Arabs who had declared friendship for Eng- 
land. Many hundreds absconded from the 
British camp itself, and carried with them 
the arms with which they had rashly been 
supplied. The British evacuated* Bier 
Hundab yesterday, under a galling, tire, 
and bad the mortification of recognizing 
some of their own ritles in the bands of the 
enemy. It, is intended to form a line of 
simjilo and easily defended fortifications 
inst outside of Suaketn . It is also deemed 
imperative that at least two ironclads shuM 
remain in tho harbor, as otherwise the 
small garrison left to defend the place 
would surely be overmatched sooner or 
Inter. The mortality among the troops is 
increasing to an alarming extent. Return- 
ed correspondents assert that the spread of 
disease is due ia it great measure to Indian 
troops and camp followers, who are uncon- 
querably opposed lo tlie sanitary measures 
which medical ofUcers seek to onforoo. The 
position of alburn on the Nile is loss favor- 
able to El Mahdi. The report is confirmed 
that ho has again been defeated by the rival 
false prophet, and has tied up the White 
Nile. The result will probably be anarchy 
throughout a huge section of the Soudan, 
but it is thought that the Egyptian garri- 
sons at Kussala and elsewhere will now 
have a chance to escape.

This 
is the Smith who some years since wus 
robbed of his diamonds, and whose 
quarrel with his wife has been a source 
of much tnlk during the past few 
montliH. 

Mavor Beaugrand is in consultation 
with the medical men of Montreal with 
a view to the amelioration of the sani- 
tary condition of the city, which is un- 
satisfactory, owing to incompetent 
health officials and scavengers. 

The real estate of Mr. T. .1 uduli, (.J. 
0., who was lately released from jail, is 
being sold by the sheriff here to pay 
mortgages due the leading bank of 
Canada. 

This morning the Prince of Wales 
Rilles moved into camp at the exhibi- 
tion grounds, and when the regiment 
arrived there it was found that the 
gate had not been opened. Dr. Leckie, 
secretary of the council of agriculture, 
protested against the regiment occupy- 
ing the grounds, when Ool. Bond re- 
marked he had been ordered by Ids 
superior officer to go into camp on the 
grounds, and thither he was going. Jle 
tlitn ordered the pioneers r>£ the regi- 
ment to open the gat^, which they 
very soon did by bursting it open. 
There was no further show of Dr. 
Leckie's protest. 

Chief Williams, of the Oaughnawaga 
Indians, died last night of grief for 
loss of his favorite daughter. He was a 
power among the Caughnawaga In- 
dians, who deplore his loss. 

Rumor comes of a defalcation in the 
city hall department to the extent of 
$2,000. it is in the dog and hack 
license department this time and seems 
to be a surprise. 

When Henri Uulas, clerk in the 
license department at the city hall, ar- 
rived at the ottice this morning, he 
fountl the key of the safe missing from 
the bunch he carries. He obtained a 
key from the accountant, CJlias. Glack- 
meyer, jr., and the safe being opened 
it was found that the cash box was 
gone. There was 1 ,'JOO in the box in 
bills and silver, also a check signed by 
J. T. Morey for §495, and two others 
for §110. Payment of the checks has 
been stopped. The event caused quite a 
stir in city hall circles. The police at 
headquarters sneer at the word rob- 
bery. 

Mayor Beaugrand to clay suspended 
Dr. Larocque, health officer, whose sick 
he.idache has caused so much -scandal 
in tbn Health Department lately. Dr. 
Bessey was provisionally appointed in 
his stead. 

Quetton, St. George & Co., whole- 
sale wine and spirit merchants, whose 
assignment was reported some time 
ago, and afterwards contradicted, have 
now assigned. Their liabilities are not 
yet known. 

James Macdonald, a young farmer 
from Barrie, put up at the Richardson 
house on Wednesday night. Yesterday 
morning, as he did not appear, his room 
was entered, when he was found lying 
on the bed suffocated, by escaping gas. 
Two doctors were summoned, and it 
was only at noon to-day that ho was 
restored to consciousness. 

Peteruoro, May If). — While the 
four-year old daughter of Mr. Blyth 
was playing in the yard, a cupboard 
fell on her, killing her instantly. 

Ottawa, May 19. — The government 
supporters here are loud in their ex- 
pressions that Col. Otter disobeyed 
Oen. Middleton's orders, and should 
be court martialled. (Jul. Irvine must 
give satisfactory explanations of his 
conduct or his usefulness is gone. 

Prince Albert has all along been as 
safe as Toronto. The report that Col. 
Irvine is threatened by hostile! Indians 
and half-breeds is now found to have 
been quite untrue. Intense indignation 
is expressed at his non-appearance. 

Sir A. T. Oalt is about leaving for 
the Northwest, lie says a railway to 
connect Dunmore, on the Canadian Pa- 
cific, with Let h bridge, will be complet- 
ed by the early part of August, and he 
expects his coal company after that to 
supply the Northwest. 

ToitONTO,.May 18. — Detectives Re- 
burn and Cuddy arrested this morning 
a gang of burglars and receivers at 9G 
Church street. 

Winnipbg, May 1 ">- — All the white pris- 
oners rescued from Kiel were released mill 
Hent to tho zareba, where they were enthu- 
siastically received. They look weak and 
are as white as ghosts. Monkmau, one of 
Biel'H council, was found chained. lie said 
it was done because he would nut consent 
to Kiel's authority.

The Franchise Kill Still in Com- 
mittee. 

Ottawa, May IS. — Over fifty peti- 
tions have been presented against the 
passage of tho franchise bill, contain 
ing about four thousand names. The 
petitions were largely signed by Con- 
servatives. 

In answering questions members of 
the Government said that temporary 
loans of two millions had. been made 
since the first of April lo meet advan- 
ces for the Canadian Pacific and for 
military expenses. 

THE LAND FRAUD BUSINKSS, 

Sir John said that irregularities had 
been discovered in the Department of 
the Interior, but that to publish the 
proceedings of the investigation now 
taking place would not he in the pub- 
lic interest, lie would give fuller par 
ticulurs later. 

THE FRANCHISE DILL. 

Sir Richard Cartwright resumed the 
discussion on the franchise bill. lie 
was proceeding to point out the addi- 
tional financial burden tho bill would en- 
tail, and endeavoring to show that the 
present financial condition of the conn 
try would not warrant any further 
burden beingdmposed when he was call- 
ed to order. The chairman ruled that 
he could not go into a minute and ela- 
borate statement of the financial condi- 
tion of t he country, Tn appeal was 
made to the House from the chairman's 
ruling. The House sustained the chair- 
man by a strict party vote. Hoys I and 
Ross voted with tho government; W at- 
son against. Cartwright discontinued, 
saying that he would take the earliest 
opportunity to place his views before 
the House. 

The amendment exempting Ontario 
from the operations of the act was lost. 
Mr. Watson moved an amendment ex- 
empting Manitoba. He thought if we 
were to have a Dominion franchise and 
revising barristers it would simplisy 
matters, and would afl'ord less oppor- 
tunities for corruption by having man- 
hood suffrage. The assessors were bet 
ter qualified to value property than 
the barrister. He thought that multi- 
plying the franchise would load to con- 
fusion. Each province should regulate 
its own franchise. The amend moot was 
lost. There wus no other Manitoba 
member in the House. 

Sir John announced a mollification 
of the revising barrister clause, prouds 
ing that judges would be selected 
where possible. Where barristers were 
appointed an appeal would be allowed 
to county judges. Carlton's amend- 
ment, declaring that the provincial 
franchise should be used for the Do 
minion election, was lost. 

Peter Mitchell move. I an amend- 
ment | roviding for manhood sullrage, 
speaking strongly in its favor. The dis- 
cussion is going on. 

Ottawa, May li). — The House sat 
till two this morning. Mr. Mitchell's 
manhood suffrage amendment provided 
for giving votes to persons paying tax 
of any kind. Mr. Davis suggested 
striking out the tax clause and substi- 
tuting words excluding felons and 
paupers. .Mr. Mitchell accepted the 
suggestion. Mr. Davis delivered an 
exceedingly aide speech in favor of the 
amendment.. Messrs. W hite and Curd- 
well opposed the amendment. Messrs. 
Carlton and Bain supported the amend- 
ment with excellent speeches. Evident- 
ly the vote will hi' a party one, The dis- 
cussion is still going on.

IN AMENDMENT OF THE EXIST- 
1 ing By Laws bo it etinctod by tho 
Mayor mid Council of the Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria as follows: 

1. Section 2 of "Tho By-Law for Pro- 
hibiting tho Erection of Wooden Build- 
ings, 1879, Amendment By-Law 1883" U 
hereby repealed, and in lieu thereof the 
following substituted : 

"2 That portion of the City of Vic- 
toria which is contained within tho limits 
hereinafter described, namely — 'Commenc- 
ing at tho imrthwest corner of lot 127, 
thencu running easterly along the north- 
ern boundary of the said lot to' Storo 
street, thence easterly across Store atreot 
in a straight lino to tho centre of Fis- 
gard street, thence easterly along the 
centre of E'isgnrd atreot to the centre of 
Douglas street, thence southerly along the 
centre of Douglas stroot to the contro of 
Courtenay street, thence along tho centre 
of Oourtenuy street to the northeast cor- 
nor lot 8, thence along the northern boun-
